"It Is now decided on the responsibility 
of Secretory Carlisle that all goods iu 
bond now to be free-listed can be ad 
mltted free as soon as the bill becomes 
law. This is but consistent with the 
other ruling to which we called attention 
at the time, that goods now in bond 
coming under reduced scales by the new 
Tariff shall pay those reduced rates and 
not the McKlnley rates. It did not seem 
reasonable to make fish of one set of 
goods and flesh of another set. Yet the 
amended opinion of the Treasury will, 
It is said, cost a trifle of two millions 
sterling-no small sum to pay for a 
principle. This money will not. how- 
ever, be thrown away, for the admission 
of such a body of cheap material is ex 
pected to have an Immediately revivifying 
influence upon certain industries." 

How great is the contrast between 
this Democratic official's bestowal of 
favors to foreigners and his treatment 
of the Louisiana sugar planters.

No Resistance Will Be Tolerated for 
He Has a Force of 2,000 Men.

Columbia, S. <X. Oct 10. -Gov. Till 
man declared in an interview Tuesday 
that "constables will go to work and 
search all places where they have rea- 
son to know that liquors are kept, and 
that private residences will not be ex- 
empt when they are made depota for 
the storage of whisky." 

He says the town people have noth- 
ing to jrain and everything to lose by 
their opposition to the enforcement ol 
the dispensary law. In case mayors 
and the police fail to co-operate with 
the constables, the governor says, such 
municipalities will receive no share of 
the profits, and the legislature will 
likely institute police systems in them 
under control of the state. Trial jt 
tices are threatened with decapitation 
unless they do their duty, and if juries 
fail to convict a change of venue will 
be tried. 

The governor concluded by saying: 
"The law has come to stay, and the 
sooner that fact is recogniied by the 
whisky men and those who have op- 
posed it, the better It will be for all 

No resistance will be tolerated, he 
says, for he has 2,000 men he can con- 
centrate at any point in 48 hours to 
carry out the law.

approached, ami all day Monday it 
raffed with terrible fury. Falling signs 
■nd roofs made it dangerous to pedes- 
trians on the streets, and business was 
practically suspended. 

The average velocity of the wind 
from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m. Monday was 48 
miles. Hetween 2 and 3 o'clock it blew 
steadily st the rate of OS miles an hour, 
and several times between 11 a. in. and 
4 p. bi. it reached a velocity of f>5 miles. 
At 2 p. m. on October » the barometer 
fell to 2» 28. the lowest ever recorded 
at this station, being .19 lower than 
during the great storm of lBst October. 

The orator of the hurricane was not 
a great distance southeast of this city, 
but every telegraph wire leading from 
the city went down before 11 a. m. 
Monday, and nothing could be heard 
from other point*. Owing to the wind 
blowing off shtM-e. and the warning 
given by the weather bureuu. the dam- 
age to shipping was small. 

The tide rose over the quarantine 
station and damaged the crib. The 
tide was so high that it Woke clear 
over Santa Rosa island, and the llfe- 
savlng crew were in water up to their 
waists. One house was blown down at 
the station, the wharf was swept awuy 
and the supply sloop was awatnpud 
and sunk. The track of the dummy 
line from Big Bayou to the navy 
yard is twisted out of shape, and in 
some places buried two feet under 
sand. The city is much damaged. 
Fences, trees and small outhouses were 
blown down in every part of the city. 
A part of the roof was torn off the op- 
era house. The entire roof was torn 
off the large Blount & Watson build- 
ing on Pacific street, and the stores 
and offices in it were flooded with 
, water. A part of the roof of Creary <fc 
McCllntock's machine shops was blown 
into the bay. 

The Union Baptist church (colored) 
was blown down and completely 
wrecked. Several plate glass fronts 
were smashed by falling signs and 
awning poles. So far as learned no 
one was injured. 

The storm ceased at midnight Mon- 
day night, and the weather was bright 
and much cooler Tuesday. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Oct. 10.— The 
western portion of Florida was swept 
by the gulf storm Monday night, but 
It is impossible to ascertain the extent 
of the damage, as the wires to the west 
are down. 

At 10 o'clock Tuesday night nothing 
had been heard from anv pojnt west of 
Jacksonville, save Lake I ity. At this 
place the wind reached a great velocity, 
but no serious damage resulted. 

The storm is supposed to have been 
very severe between Tallahassee and 
Pensacola, and reports as to Its work 
in those sections are anxiously awaited. 

In Jacksonville the wind reached a 
greater velocity than it did during the 
September storm, but beyond unroof- 
ing a few houses no serious damage 



The storm raged principally in West 
Florida, where cotton is grown, and 
the loss to the farmers will be heavy.
